I think it came to him 
on the Mayflower. Three times the world has been saved on this 
historic ship; the first time, when England was saved from our 
New England ancestors, in gratitude for which annually in Lon­ 
don a Pilgrim’s Dinner is given: the second time, when the Orient* 
aas saved from everything except the Japanese earthquake, be­ 
cause the idea of the Washington Conference oocurred on board of 
her, and the third time, when the Dawes inspiration occurred to 
lim on board of her again, standing just ten feet forward of the 
.loop. The spot should be marked as historic.—E. W. Gilbert.
